Statement by G. W. P. Smith, of his Corn Crop. 

The undersigned competitor, for the premium 
oa the best one acre of corn, to be awarded by the 
“Maryland State Agricultural Society,” at its Ex- 
hibition of 1854, makes the following statement of 
the mode of cultivation, measurement, &c., of the 
same, and refers to the certificates annexed, re- 
quired by the rules of he Society :

Canter recently shot a dog in Cecil county, Md., 
belonging to Edw.

A FINE YIELD OF CORN. 

Mr. Joun Q. Hewxetr, who has a farm about 
miles from this city, on the Frederick Road, has 
just measured the corn gathered from 3 acres of a

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THE OREGON PEA. 
To the Editor of the American Farmer. , 

Sra :—Your correspondent “R.’’ of Essex Co., 
Va.,.is in error when he supposed he had the Ore- 
gon Pea in 1849. He says, ‘‘on the 30th April, of 

t year, I planted them. Although planted at 
that early period, very few matured before frost.” 
Now, if you can and will refer to my letter enclos- 
ing my subscription for the current Vol. of the 
Farmer, you will find it dated Bowling Green, 
June 12th. On the 17th JuneI received the tea- 
spoonful—honest teaspoonfule-of the peas; next 
day I distributed them among five persons, retain- 
ing forty-eight peas, which I planted Tuesday the 

th June, in the garden, in three rows of 16 each, 
and about 3 feet apart. They were never watered, 
though p snore in the midst of a drought—the most 
perfect drought—(I use a double superlative, to give 
a full expression of my opinion of it)—the most 
perfect drought ever witnessed by the “oldest inhab- 
itant,’’ with as genuine unadulterated sunshine as 
ever made man, beast, or insect seek a shade, within 
the tropics, or elsewhere. 
The plants now cover the whole ‘‘patch,’’ are 
from four to more than five feet high—some of 
the peas matured as seed, and were gathered in 
September, and I continue to gather as they ma- 
ture. How your correspondent ascertains that in 
the product of his peas, he was “minus more” than 
five hundred per cent., ‘‘beats my arithmetic”’— 
wat it will puzzle him perhaps to find the per cent. 
on the Oregon Pea, when I inform him that I have 
just had the pods on a single plant counted, and 
they amount to 209, some dry, some ripe, and 
some the frost will ‘‘catch.’’ The number of peas 
ina pod vary from from 10 to 14. If left on the 
plant, in dry weather, after maturing, the pods are 
apt to fly open and scatter the seed. Such is my 
experience with this Pea. As an article of food

When he is 4 ( 
the valleys of the southern rivers, where his service 
is active and his rations not very select, he wants 
more game, more spirit and action, more symmetry, 
and not too much size. Hence, our Tennessee 
mules, the produce of spirited jacks, are really more 
valuable to the southern planters than the produce 
of Kentucky under her present system. 

This no donbt to some extent is the fault of the 
purchasers South, who have not generally discov- 
ered their error. They demand large sizes, and 
pay in proportion to size ; and this in part explains 
the policy of Kentucky. My opinion is, that size in 
a mule is nothing after they reach fifteen hands 
high, and that many under that height come up to 
the standard value, fitted for cotton plantations. 

When compared to the blood horse, the mule is 
unfit for the saddle, pleasure carriage, or apy har- 
ness requiring rapid motion. His sire is an animal 
of slothful tendencies, of slow motion generally, 
and hence the necessity of improving this quality in 
the jack. Give him spirit and action, cal stamina 
rather than great height. One conforms to the 
laws of nature, and the other violates them. 

The Spanish and Maltese jacks have spirit gen- 
erally, and for that reason are valuable as a cross.; 
but they came to us without stamina, and with a 
contracted chest. These faults must be remedied 
by proper crossing, before they will produce the 
mule best suited for us. 

What I have learned upon this subject is not 
from hearsay. I have purchased and grown all 
the mules which I have driven for twenty-five years 
in Mississippi. I have had an opportunity of know- 
ing what they have done, and these opinions are 
the result of experience. This knowledge would 
have been of service to me in the commencement 
of my business, and I communicate it for the bene- 
fit of those who may adopt my opinion hereafter.

EXTRACTS FROM THE ADDRESS 
Of the Hon. Willoughby Newton, delivered before the 
Rappahannock Agricuitural Society. 

I have already adverted, in a general manner, to 
the extraordinary rapid advances that have of late 
been made in the improvement of agriculture.— 
This remarkable success may be attributed in part 
to better tillage, to the more judicious and exten- 
sive use of the manures of the farm, to marling, li- 
ming, draining, plaster and clover, and the grasses, 
and to the introduction of better ploughs, and o 
more efficient labor-saving machinery. In this con- 
nection it would be unpardonable not to mention 
with approbation the laudable enterprize of the 
citizens of Fredericksburg. Her manufacturers, 
by the skill and industry displayed in furnishing the 
best agricultural implements, and her merchants 
and millers, by their spirit and liberality in uphold- 
ing the interests of farmers by keeping at a fair 
standard the prices of our great staples, have*fair- 
ly won our admiration and gratitude. 

But by far the most remarkable improvements, 
which indeed seem almost the work of magic, have 
been made: in the extensive barren and exhausted, 

jon known as “The Forest,’’ and are to be at- 
tributed almost exclusively to the general use of 
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Peruvian Guano. A question of great interest here 
nts itself, are these improvements real or il- 
usive? Are we, with the improvidence of fraudu- 
Jent bank directors, using up our capital in divi- 
dends, or in the spirit of a spendthrift—ruining our 
inheritance for the sake of large immediate profits? 
My own opinion, sustained by long experience and 
observation, and by the judgment of many intelli- 
goat and prudent farmers is, that no improvement 
so immediate, and none so permanent, if a judi- 
eious rotation be observed, than that effected by 
Guano. ‘The farm of my residence, the first, I be- 
lieve, in the State, on which Guano was used, af- 
fords in every part of it, unmistakable evidence of 
this fact, not only by the increased product of grain, 
but in the clover and grasses that thickly cover it. 
A single detached acre affords a striking illustra- 
tion in support of my opinion. During five years 
it has produced three crops of wheat, one of clover 
andone ofcorn. The wheat crops were dressed 
with Guano; the first crop with one barrel of Afri- 
@ao, costing four dollars, the other two with less 
than 150 lbs. of Peruvian. The entire cost of the 
Guano for the three crops was about eleven dol- 
The corn received no manufe except the 
droppings of the stock pastured on the lot the 
previous year. At the commencement of the ope- 
ration it would certainly not have produced more 
than five bushels of wheat. The crops of wheat 
were tn role J 17, 22, and 21 ‘bushels, the last 
erop being that of this year, aftera yield of 40 bush- 
els of corn.

that a rapid advance: n ne the grain 
and flour market, Ghickis be a sua effect 
on prices this side the water, and prices have now 
an upward tendency. Anthony & Co’s (London) 
circular of 17th Oct. says :—‘*‘In the corn market 
yesterday an advance of 4s. to 5s. was established 
on new English wheat, 5s. to 6s. in foreign, and 5s. 
per sack onthe price offlour. For floating cargoes 
a similar advance was obtained. The foreign ar- 
rivals into Londow ate small. In the French and 
Amsterdam markets there has also been ah advance 
in price.” Brown, Shipley & Co’s (Liverpool) 
circular, same date, says :—‘*We have had a fair 
inquiry for cotton since the date of our last circular, 
the sales being 22,000 bales, with 7,500 to specula- 
tors and exporters, and with a steady market at the 
above quotations. The stocks of grain and flour in 
the ports are so light that an active speculative de- 
mand sprung up at an advance of 4s. per bbl. on 
flour; 9d. per 70 Ibs. in wheat, and 1s. per quarter 
in Indian corn; Western Canal flour 363. 6d. a 37s. 
6d; Philadelphia 38a39s. per bbl.; white wheat 10s. 
3d. a bts. 3d.; red 9a10s. 3d. per 70 lbs. ; ludian corn 
38s. 6d. a 39s. 6d. per quarter.” The prices this
